UNIVERSITIES CLAMPING DOWN 
At least one univ ersity has taken steps 
to end a situation which has grown into 
serious proportions in recent y ears. 
The 
Univ ersity of Illinois has announced it will 
no longer accept illiterate freshmen (more 
than one out of four last y ear). The school 
is discarding its intensified one-semester 
course in English, in which it has tried to 
teach incominj students what they should 
hav e learned about reading and writing 
their nativ e tongue in 12 y ears of grade 
and high school.

P resident tha t his failure produces two opinions; 


T hat he will inev itab ly b e his p a rty ’s candi­ 
date in 19 64 and tha t in the m eantim e he will 
lead his pa rty not only nom inally and titularly 
b ut fully ; 


2 . 
1 n a t he could hav e won this election hands 
down had he cam paigned w ith punch and v igor, 
attac k in g K ennedy on all fronts, holding the R e­ 
pub licans, including the Conserv ativ es, fighting to­ 
gether in ion-nation. 
Those who hold the la tte r v iew insist tha t 
Nixon had display ed personal and fiolitical w ea k ­ 
nesses against which the enem y can well prepare 
in adv ance. F or instance, they m aintain that his 
sudden, unexpected and unnecessary peace pact 
w ith Nelson Rockefeller w as an enorm ous politi­ 
cal b lunder. Nelson Rockefeller, w hatev er he may - 
m ean to others, has a tiny , splinter following in 
the Repub lican P a rty and Nixon lost m ore b y his 
association w ith R ockefeller than he gained. 
Of course, he is b eing criticized for the so- 
called silly deb ates on telev ision. As no candidate 
will prob ab ly ev er again reduce himself to this 
particular stupidity , one passes it b y as an e rror 
of m anagem ent. 
On the other hand, N ixon’s failure to b a tte r 
down K ennedy ’s ra the r loose sta te m e n ts forces 
on one the b elief thut Nixon either agreed w ith 
K ennedy or dared not take him on. At any rate, 
Nixon w ent through the cam paign w ithout dis­ 
closing his program to redeem the country from 
the errors of the Eisenhow er A dm inistration or 
the b road b ut im practical cam paignings of the 
D em ocrats. 
One othe r argum en t is set forth b y the Nixon 
opponents in the Repub lican P arty ; it rarely oc­ 
curs tha t a candidate once defeated succeeds in 
another election. It did happen to G rov er Clev e­

He was defeated for a second term , lan 
again and was elected. Howev er. W illiam Jennings 
B ry an. T hom as E. D ew ey and Adlai Stev enson, 
hav ing b een once defeated, tried again and failed 
again. Howev er, none of these candidates gained 
as m any v otes as Nixon did. His defeat b y a hair 
m ay m ak e him the exception. 
M eanw hile leadership in the Repub lican P arty 
will not go b egging. In the Senate, Sty les Bridges 
and B a rry G oldw ater will lead their party w ith 
some protest from the left from Jacob Ja v its and 
Clifford Case. It is doub tful if the so-called Lib ­ 
eral Repub licans can influence enough stren gth 
in the S en ate to m a tte r much. 
F rom outside, Nelson R ockefeller will b e a 
troub lesom e seeker for the leadership role. R ocke­ 
feller will set iif) a pub lic relations dev ice to keep 
his nam e constantly to the fore. To rem ain in the 
picture, howev er, he m ust b e re-elected as G ov er­ 
nor of N ew York S ta te in 
19 62 . Should 
R o c k e ­ 
feller b e defeated in 19 62 , his political fortunes 
will he nil. 
N ixon’s prob lem now 
is 
to get 
a suitab le 
forum for himself. The President alw ay s has a 
forum ; the Gov ernor of N ew York S tate has a 
forum; 
S en ator 
G oldw ater 
receiv es 
atten tion 
w herev er he goes. But a defeated candidate, ev en 
a form er Vice President, does not com m and a t ­ 
tention unless w hat he say s is startingly signifi­ 
cant. 
T herefore, R ichard N ixon’s prob lem is to find 
a suitab le place in Am erican life from which he 
can a t tr a c t attention to himself if he is to b e a 
candidate in 19 64, as he undoub tedly expects to 
e s - 1 he. He m ay head a univ ersity or a foundation or 
some othe r pub lic b ody . It is not likely that he 
will e n te r into a law partnership as that could 
inv olv e him in m a tte rs which would lim it his 
av ailab ility in 19 64. He might run for G ov ernor 
of California hut that would b e risky , as should 
he not 
b o elected, his P residential aspirations 
would b e at an end. 
O ur sy stem is not thrifty ab out talent. W e 
w aste our men of talent. Richard Nixon has, d ur­ 
ing « he past 14 y ears, had an enorm ous and v alu­ 
ab le experience which, in almost any other coun­ 
try , would still he av ailab le. In Great Britain, he 
would b e a M emb er of P arliam ent, sitting at the 
head of the opposition, holding such a position as 
Hugh Gaitskell does at 
the present time.

How Nurses Pick Doctors

M any y ears ago, I learned a v aluab le lesson 
from a nurse who had spent sev eral y ears in the 
hospital deliv ery room b efore she herself b ecam e 
pre gn a n t. 
W hen I’d com pleted the prenatal exam ination 
she requested, she told me she’d chosen for her 
ob slreln cia n a staff m em b er I scarcely knew . A 
modest an d retiring man, he seemd to come and 
go w ithout a ttra c tin g any particular attention. 
He was, b esides a b achelor and I held a prejudice 
against referring a prospectiv e m other to an un ­ 
m arried ob stetrician. 
Noting my surprise a t her choice, my nurse- 
patient hastened to justify her selection on the 
grounds that he was “ a good sitte r.” 
She w ent on to ex plain that her obstetrician 
had won the respect ami confidence of the entire 
nursing stall because he responded quickly and 
gracefully w hen sum m oned, nev er “ hurried things 
along" or “ held them hack” to suit his own con­ 
v enience. 
Im m ediately a fte r b irth of the child, he pre­ 
ferred to rem ain w ith m other and child, seeing 
to their com fort and safety , instead of hastening 
dow n stairs 
to strut b efore an adm iring group of 
assem b led relativ es 
To the surprise of no m em b er of the nursing 
staff, he had an unb it mished record ol successful 
deliv eries and a sm all and dev oted following of 
m others w ho “had him b efon

It is a b asic and continuing 
in terest 
of 
the 
U nited 
S ta te s 
that the nations of Europe should 


enjoy the right of national solf- 
determ ination. F or tha t reason 
it m ust continue to recognize and 
support the claim of the satellite 
states of the Sov iet Union to in­ 
dependence. 
The 
ev ents 
of 
recent 
y ears 
hav e show n that at least some 
of these nations hav e rem ained 
unreconciled to the Com m unist 
y oke and that th<> Sov iet gov - 
ernm ent cannot afford to ignore 
com pletely their aspirations to­ 
w ard freedom and autonorm 
T here is. to he sure, no quick 
w ay b y which the cause of na­ 
tions forcib ly sub jected to Com ­ 
m unist control can b e v indicated. 
But these nations tend to look to 
the United S tates as champion 
of the elem ental rights of peo­ 
ples. The activ e and continued 
interest of the A m erican people 
will help them rem ain true to 
their principles.

nev er 
reached 
the 
force-lev els 
laid down in successiv e agre e­ 


m ents. 
Yet there can b e 
little 
doub t 
that 
the alliance 
has 
prov ed

in history . So long as the U n it­ 
ed S tate s enjoy ed superiority in 
nuclear w eapons and the m eans 
of deliv ering them, it effectiv ely 
discouraged Sov iet aggression in 
Europe, ev en of a m inor cha rac­ 
ter. 
The adv ent of the intercont- 
tinental 
missile 
has, 
howev er, 
raised 
new 
and 
fundam ental 
prob lem s in the relationship b e­ 
tween the nations on either side 
of the A tlantic. 
On the A m erican side it has 
b een argued tha t the new long- 
range missiles will reduce the 
v alue of E uropean b ases for the 
defense of

that 
strategically 
speaking

w ithdraw

On the E uropean side, some

It stands 
to reason that acquisition of nu­ 
clear weapons b y m any powers 
will greatly enhance the danger 
of nuclear war.

Then they chang ed their 
mind. It would not have done 
them any g ood, for if y ou look in 
any history book on boats on 
New York State, on the Hudson 
river, whether the book is a cen­ 
tury old or published more 
re ­ 
cently like the 19 56 Connecticut 
book, no doubt, y ou will find 
Rondout somewhere in the book. 
In this one, it is listed in the in­ 
dex , on pag e 49 and 79 . 
Pag e 49 mentions y ear as 1831 
in March and April when steam ­ 
boat by the name of Victory “ be­ 
came one of the very first steam ­ 
boats to use coal as a fuel.” They 
tried her on a run from H artford 
to Now York June 8. 18 31. She 
burned Lackawanna 
anthracite 
in “three of her Hues,’’ and made 
the run in 14 hours. 
It seems that so little coal was 
being mined that early in our 
history that the owners wore a 
little afraid of converting her en­ 
tirely into a coal burner. In 19 33, 
they mention the D and H Coal 
Co. boug ht her and ran her in 
passeng er service out of Ron­ 
dout 
Creek. The 
Victory was 
built about 18 27 in Albany and 
towed to New York for fitting 
out, and then placed in Hudson 


thinking her eng ine was too pox v 
(•rful for her hull. Perhaps local 
Ix iatmen have heard something 
about the Victory mentioned 
in 
this book. 
Those who may see this book, 
and are old timers and remem­ 
ber the Skilly put please turn to 
pag e 102 there y ou will see a 
“steam ferry crossing the Con­ 
necticut.’’ This picture is from 
the Princeton University Library . 
It looks so much like our Skilly ­ 
put. althoug h this one 
seems to 
have two smokestacks, one from 
each cabin. There is a horse and 
bug g y , 
with 
the 
horse’s 
ears 
coming up nearly to the top of 
the cabin like old pictures we 
have. 
I think our Rondout to 
Slcig htburg ferry was a neater 
one. 
They say that the first steam 
ferry boat on the Connecticut 
was built in 18 52 and called Mat- 
tahsett, after the Indian name 
for 
what 
is 
now 
Middletown. 
They were mostly double-enders, 
holding about 8 0 people at the 
most and had two horse-drawn 
carriag es. 
They 
were 
locally 
built but manag ed to make it 
across and hack many thousands 
of times, often doubling as ice 
breakers. Our Skilly put charg ed 
two cents for passeng ers, their’s 
it seems charg ed five cents as 
their jing le say s: 
“For the usual fare of half a 
dime, In thunder and lig htning , 


j in storm or shine . . . My Ix iats 
'will run on schedule tim e!”

NEW YORK (AP)—The cost of 
liv ing has reached a record hig h 
ag ain—to the su rprise oi no one. 
Bu t so has personal income.

or the consu mer’s ability to pay ? 
Or, to pu t it in a way lately 
fashionable in some circles: Are 
the manu factu rers, the merchants 
and 
the 
adv ertising 
fraternity 
leading the consu mer arou nd by 
the nose? Or is the consu mer, as 
he’s so often told, really king ?* 
Hardly News 
That the dollar has shru nk in 
terms of g oods and serv ices it 
will bu y isn’t news to any one who 
pay s the family bills. 
As told in fig u res, the Consu m­ 
er Price Index of the Bu reau of 
Labor Statistics now is 73.6 per 
cent hig her than in 1929. (The cost 
of liv ing index dipped du ring the 
19 30s bu t was back to the 1929 
lev el by 19 43.) Bu t today the av ­ 
erag e weekly factory pay is more 
than three tim es what it was in 
1929. 
Or as told in term s of the sweat 
of the brow, the hou rs of work it 
takes to be able to bu y most prod­ 
u cts hav e been shrinking faster J 
than the dollar. 
A few v oices are raised here 
and there to say that the m anu ­ 
factu rer, 
the merchant and 
the j 
ad man aren’t u nmitig ated v illains 
in the rising cost of liv ing . And, 
especially now that the postwar 
shortag es are bu t a memory , the 
consu mer is in position to lead 


the” seller arou nd by the nose, and 
frequ ently does. 
“ You and I hav e a g reater op­ 
portu nity than at any time in his­ 
tory to know' a g reat deal abou t 
the produ cts we can bu y . In g en­ 
eral. consu mers do an ex cellent 
job of choosing .” These are qu otes 
from “The Spenders” 
(McGraw- 
Hill) by Stu art Henderson Britt, 
professor of marketing and Adv er­ 
tising at Northwestern Univ ersity . 
And another thing th at’s both­ 
ering a lot of folk of late: Fads 
and fashions. Are they the dev il­ 
ish scheme of bu sinessmen to bilk 
the consu mer, to strip him of his 
dou g h, to tu rn this into a g ener­ 
ation of waste makers? Or do fads! 
and fashions more often trip u p 
the m anu factu rer and 
merchant 
and throw him for a loss? 
The answer probably is: Both. 
Creators of fashion chang es and 
new models ev ery y ear wou ld like 
y ou to bu y their latest concoction. 
Bu t it’s one 
thing 
to promote 
chang es and another to be su re 
which ones will catch on. 
You can lose a lot of money by 
g u essing wrong which 
way the 
consu mer will ju mp. (Detroit had 
a little trou ble with that before 
tu rning to the compact car.) And 
it is estimated that as hig h as 9 0 
per cent of all new produ cts fail 
to make money . 
The fad of bare leg s for fe­ 
males was hardly the idea of the 
stocking makers. Bu t when fads 
are planned—as when Paris de­ 
crees the leng th of skirts—their 
effects 
aren’t 
confined 
to 
ju st 
what is planned. As Britt notes: 
“ The nu mber of inches of leg ex ­ 
posed—either bare or ny lon clad 
—affects no! only men bu t also 


the sty les of shoes, skirts, dresses, 
hats, jewelry , su its, coats.” 
Another 
thing 
abou t 
today ’s 
hig her prices: A lot are hidden. 
That is, 
withou t 
being told 
as 
mu ch, y ou pay for many serv ices. 
Ex amples: In fill mg stations the 
cost of g as cov ers a lot of su p- 
| posedly free serv ices; 
the price 
of bread cov ers the slicing and 
; wrapping machines and the deliv ­ 
ery tru cks; and the price of a 
su it cov ers the cost to the store 
when y ou say “charg e it.” Bu t 
most consu mers demand serv ice 
and are willing to pay for it, es­ 
pecially if the cost is hidden. 
Depends o n Co nsumer 
Produ ct 
research 
and 
market 
research and adv ertising cost the 


produ cer money —bu t more often 
than not they keep him in bu si­ 
ness. His aim is to make a profit, 
bu t that depends on the consu m­ 
er becau se Britt say s, “ to make 
a profitable produ ct he mu st pro­ 
du ce what y ou and I want and 
need.” 
Adv ertising is aimed at selling 
the produ ct bu t n the process it 
tells u s a lot abou t the produ ct 
and its v ariety of u ses. 
That’s 
why Americans arc, or shou ld be, 
the best informed of consu mers. 
So what do we do? We decide 
how to spend ou r money —whether 
to bu y power steering or to g o 
in for heat-and-serv e dinners. A 
lot of m anu factu rers of x ite hav e 
had to loam that—and io lu mp it.

The Woodstock Town Board 
has conferred the power of ap­ 
prov al of land subdiv ision plats 
to the town Planning Board Ac­ 
tion g ranting the approv al came 
at a special joint meeting of the 
I two boards last week. 
The full town board was prcs- 
j ent, while the planning board 
was represented by Mrs. Reg i­ 
nald Wilson, J. C. v anRijn, chair­ 
man, and Kenneth Downer. 
The mov e to g iv e plats approv ­ 
al to the Planning Board culmi­ 
nates dev elopments within the 
area 
that 
hav e prompted 
the 
town tioard to chang e its orig inal 
position on the q uestion of plats. 
In its official report in Nov ., 
195 9, the special committee nom­ 
inated by the town superv isor to 
; inv estig ate town planning and 
make recommendations had rec­ 
ommended that: 
"The Planning Board not he 
v ested the power of approv al of 
plats in accordance with Sec­ 
tions 27 6 and 27 7 of the Town 
Law until such time as the Town 
Board 
recog nizes 
the 
req uire­ 
ments th e r e f o r e ...” 
Rumors of a larg e dev elopment* 
in Woodstock township, ex tend­ 
ing into Greene county , 
hav e 
been ram pant for some time, but 
hav e not been confirmed by offi­ 
cial sources. If such a dev elop­ 
ment 
w e r e to materialize, how­ 
ev er, it would hav e to confirm 
the plats authority g ranted to 
the Planning Board last week. 
The purpose of the plats ap­ 
prov al is to inv oke and imple­ 
ment for the Town of Woodstock 
the power so v ested in the town 
planning hoard. The scope of the 
reg ulations is defined in the New 
York State Town Law (Section 
27 6 
and 
27 7 ). 
These 
statutes 
prov ide th at no plan for the sub­ 
div ision 
of land showing 
lots, 
blocks or sites, with or without 
streets or hig hway s, shall be ap- j 
prov ed unless: 
1) The land to l>e subdiv ided 
shall be of such character that j 
it can he used safely for build- j 
ing purposes without dang er to j 
health or peril from fire, flood i 
or other menace. 


Other Stipulatio ns 
2) The streets and hig hway s 
shall 
be 
sufficient 
width 
and 
suitable g rade and shall be suit­ 
ably located to accommodate the 
prospectiv e 
traffic, 
to 
afford 
adeq uate lig ht and air, to facili­ 
tate fire protection, and to pro­ 
v ide access of fire-fig hting eq uip- 
! ment to building s. In considering 
the suitability reg arding streets, 
| hig hway s, 
parks 
and 
req uired 
j improv ements, the [ M a n n i n g 
Board shall take into considera- 
l tion the prospectiv e character of 
the dev elopment, whether dense 
residence, open residence, busi­ 
ness or industrial. 
3) That the plat shall show in 
prof>er cases and when req uired 
by the Planning Board a park or 
parks of reasonable size for play ­ 
g round or other recreational pur- 
I poses inside or outside the lot or 
I alternativ ely by the pay ment to 
1 the town of an amount to be de­ 
termined by the Town Board. 
4) That all streets or other 
public places on such plats shall 
i>e suitably g raded and pav ed and 
that street s i g n s, sidewalks, 
street lig hting , standards, curbs, 
g utters, 
street 
trees, w a t e r 
mains, fire alarm dev ices, sani­ 
tary sewers, and storm drains or 
combined 
sewers 
shall 
be 
in- 
tailed, 
all 
in accordance with 
standards, 
specifications, 
a n d 
procedure 
acceptable 
to 
the 
town, or alternately that a per­ 
formance tx ind sufficient to cov er 
the full cost of the same as esti­ 
mated by the Planning Board 
shall bo furnished. 
5 ) If there be an Official Map 
or M aster Plan, the roads shall 
he coordinated so as to compose 
a conv enient sy stem conforming 
to the official m ap and properly 
related to the proposals shown 
by the Planning Board on the 
M aster Plan. 
6 ) If a zoning ordinance has 
been adopted, the plats shown 
shall at least comply with the re ­ 
q uirements thereof. 
7 ) T hat 
suitable 
monuments 
hav e been placed at such block

Planning Board.
